STORY OF BIG SWINDLES IN CHICAGO. 


Attorney Chamberlain Says Holmes, Ar- 
rested in Boston, Is Badly Wanted Here. 
H. H. Holmes, the man caught in Boston 

charged with a $10,000 insurance swindle in 

Philadelphia, has a particulariy interesting 

Chicago record, and so indeed has his accom- 

plice and supposed victim, Bénjamin Pitzel. 

In fact, Holmes is accounted about the 

smoothest and best all-round swindler that 

ever struck this town. There is evidence 
against him here that indicates he is an er- 
pert in half a dozen lines of crooked work. 

Holmes’ Chicago swindimgs cover, so far 
as known, from $25,000 to $40,000, There 
are still others on Mr. Holimes’ list of local 
victims, but so far they have kept quiet, 
Holmes’ favorite method of operation in Chi- 
cago was to buy valuable goods from various 
business houses on credit, apparently well 
established, and then either to sell or hide the 
goods so that neither replevin suits nor 
search warrants could find them, Thus he 
victimized many of the biggest retail houses 
in town. The man’s ewindlings, however, 
were not confined to such narrow channels as 
these—he was good at any sort of a game. 

It is said Holmes had been operating in 
Chicago off and on since 1886. One of the 
first cases in which he attained notoriety was 
in 1891. In that year he appeared at the 

Glass Bendi: company, 
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Mishawaka, Ind. To sevure credit he pre- 
sented a note purporting to be signed by one 
Lucy T. Belknap. In this note Lucy T. Bel. 
knap said she was worth $15,000 in real es- 
tate and would stand good on the debt. The 
wind mill company fetained George B. 
Chamberlin, an attorney of Lafayette, Iud., 
to prosecute its claim. Mr. Chamberlin has 
been on Holmes’ trail ever since. The note 
signed by Mrs. Belknap he thinks was forged; 

Another deal of Holmes was in con- 
nection with a Worid's Fair hotel 
For five years he had kept a drug 1 1 in 
the building he turred into a hotel. He be. 
came known as a chemist and physician of 
considerable skill, also as a consummate thief 
and scoundrel, It was when he began to get 
an outfit for his hotel that Holmes proceeded 
to get in his fine work. As the work went on 
the ownership of the hotel kept magically 
shifting. First it was in the name of Holmes, 
then of Mrs. Belknap, his mother-in-law, then 
of H. S. Campbell, a mythical person, then of 
the Campbell-Yates company. Nobody could 
keep track of the rapid shifte in ownership. 
Goods were bought on bogus credit under all 
these names, and the most of the goods disap- 
peared. 

Holmes went to the ectablishment of the 
Tobey Furniture company on Wabash avenue 
Dec. 20, declaring himself to be an agent of 
the Yates-Campbell company. He ordered 
$400 worth of furniture delivered to the 
hotel, to be paid for on delivery, and when 
references were demanded hunted up a cer- 
tain lawyer, who said Mr. Campbell was all 
right. Then of French, Potter & Co. he pur- 
cased $400 worth of crockery, which was 
delivered to the hotel. Schultz & Hirsch of 
Desplaines and Van Buren streets also fur- 
nished mattresses and bed springs to the hotel 
on the same credit system. Bullard & Gorm. 
ley, for $250 worth of hardware, and 
Schroeder & Williamson, No. 204 Randolph 
street, for $300 worth of gas fixtures, were 
other victims. But the whole list is too long 
to print. 

e various firms began to grow suspicious 
and constables and Deputy Sheriffs with writs 
and warrants and such began to flock towards 
the hotel. Also lawyers were dispatched*to get 
mortgages on the property. There was no 
property in sight. The searchers in their 
prowlings discovered a workman in the house 
who said he knew something.

The first intimation of a serious blaze came 
from a loud explosion on the first floor of the 
Bourke store, immediately followed by the 
appearance of a sheet of flame, which burst 
through the glass front and spread solidly 
half way across the street. Half a dozen peo- 
ple on the sidewalk were knocked down, the 
fire sweeping directly over them.. 

Theater Crowds Passing. 

The theater crowds were just passing along 
and in a few momenfs the streets were 
blocked with excited people, who saw the 
flames rise to the second floor and then to the 
third in no more time than it takes to tell it. 
This was the state of things when the fire de- 
partment arrived, and the stand made 
by the firemen was so effective that 
for a time it was thought the 
fire would be subdued without much trouble. 
Unexpectedly, however, the fourth story 
burst into flames, which leaped through the 
roof and out-of the windows in front and be- 
Half an hour after the first alarm Chief 
Swenie decided the west wall was unsafe and 
gave orders to save life, Adjoining the burn- 
ing building at Nos. 304 and 306 was a build- 
ing the first floor of which was occupied by 
the Hi Ki Pavilion, owned by Sol Trout 
and T. A. Albertson, a jeweler. The other 
floor was taken up by the Brooklyn Euro- 
pean Hotel. If the dangerous wall should 
topple over it would fall with crushing 
weight upon this hotel, and Chief Swenie at 


„ones ordered his men to cleat the place 


of all people. It was hardly necessary to 
give this order, The inmates of the hotel and 
pavilion, as soon as the first alarm was 
heard, rushed to the street in a panic. 

Hard Work Required. 

By the hardest kind of work the fire was 
practically confined to the portion occupied 
by Mr. Bourke. Water damaged the Moore 
stock to the extent of $1,000, whichis fully 
insured. At 1 o’clock the flames were under 
control. The loss to Mr. Bourke is $30,000, 
with insurance of $18,000. The loss on the 
building is $12,000, almost fully covered by 


insurance. 
The explosion which preceded the fire was 


probably caused by illuminating gas, which 


had accumulated after the closing of the 
Bourke coneern in the evening. 

The burned buildimg was of brick, four 
stories high, and nearly seventy-five feet 
wide. It was built in 1873 by C. C. P. Hol- 
den, and subsequently became the property 
of the Gibson estate. That part occupied by 
Mr. Bourke was afterward conveyed to the 
Clark sisters. 

A man supposed to be William Howard was 
knocked down and seriously injured by the 
pole ofa hook and ladder truck in front of 
the burning building. He was taken to the 
County Hospital. 

During the progress of the fire much liquor 
was stolen from the Hi Ki pavilion.

Speculators Make a Nice Profit at the Ex-

Holmes nervily canie before them 
and submitted to examination under oath. 
He swore he was a good and honest man, but 
was hard up. Enough evidence was brought out 
at this meeting to make Attorney Chamberlin 
prepare to arrest Holmes the nextday, but 
the man got a rumor of what was coming and 
he at once quit town. 

„He skipped out,” says Mr. Chamberlin, 
“and went straight to Philadelphia. He 
branched out and did a $20,000 job on a 
Texas bank, a $10,000 one in St. Louis, an- 
other at Indianapolis. He is one of the 
slickest all round swindlers I ever saw.

Dexrver, Colo., Nov. 19.— Capt. Constant 
Williams of the Seventh Infantry has for- 
warded to the headquarters of the Depaft- 
ment of Colorado the particulars of the 
trouble with the Moqui Indians. The Moqul 
Indians are few in number and dwell in the 
mountains of Arizona, 150 miles from Fort 
Wingate. the nearest military post. They 
are peaceful and industrious, but ignorant of 
all matters outside of their own littie villages. 
It is even said they believe they are the only 
people in the world, with the exception of the 
four companies of United States cavalry that 
appeared on the occasion of their last out- 
break.

WOMEN OF THREE MEDICAL SCHOOLS. 


Without Regard to Party Physicians Form 
a Professional Club. 


Under the motto, “In Honor Preferring 
One Another,“ the Woman's Medica lelub 
of Chicago held its third session yester- 
day afterroon in the parlors of the Sherman 
Hause. There are 200 women physicians in 
Chicago, and, according to the preamble of 
the constitution, ** believing that the medical 
woman’s interests and influence will be 
greatly conserved by the hearty codperation 
of medical women in a body, and therefore 
unite in the promulgation of good fellowship 
and the advancement of medical science.’

EYES ON THE PRINOE OF WALES. 


Now the Object of Excited Eurepean At- 
tention—Nervouscness in Germany. 

Lonvon, Nov. 1'7.—[New York Times. }—For 
the first time in his long and not oversplendid 
public career the Prince of Wales finds him- 
self the object of zealous and even excited 
European attention. It is pretty late in the 
day for him to develop the tastes of a poli- 
tician, let alone those of a statesman, but a 
much more utilitarian temperament than his 
might well be impelled to high ambi- 
tions by the situation in which 
he discovers himself. Vienna, Berlin, 
Rome, and Paris alike are watching him as 
the principal object of interest at St. Peters- 
burg, outvying in importance both the dead 
Czar 1n his coffin and the live Czar on his new 
throne, and the correspondents stationed in 
those capitals evidently reflect the opinion 
about them in their long dispatches, hinting 
at hurried Cabinet councils, mysterious im- 
perial couriers flying posthaste from palace 
to palace, and a general state of bewilder- 
ment and apprehension at the several head- 
quarters of the continent’s armed camps—all 
due to this amiable but shifty middle-aged 
Prince Charming.

A seat in the Council has come to be so prof- 
itable that the knaves and scoundrels of every 
ward are more eager than ever before for Al- 
dermanic positions. The temptations are so 
great that men who were honest when elected 
become corrupt soon, They are bled by the 
strikers before election. They think they 
have a right to get that money back. They 
boodle a little to do 80. Then they do not 
stop any mote than does a dog after killing 
the first sheep. They have tasted blood and 
prey on the public whenever they get a 
chance. 

The adoption of civil service rules will put 
it out of the power of the Aldermen to col- 
lect money from would-be policemen or mer 
who buy their indorsement for other city of- 


fees. But unless the law is changed the Al- 


dermen will stil: be able to continue the prof - 
itable sale of valuable franchises, out of 
which they have often made tens of thousands 
of dollars, If a railroad wants to lay a 
switch track it has to buy an ordinance, If a 
gas company, a street railroad, or any other 
corporation wants a franchise it has to buy it. 
Is there no way in which that can be stopped? 

Franchises come under two heacs: Proper 
ones which the Aldermen refuse to pass un- 
less they are paid and improper ones which 
are forced through the Council against the 
protest of the press and the people by means 
of boodle, : 

As for the latter there aretwo ways in 
which Aldermen can be deprived of their 
power for mischief. One of them isto re- 
quite the consent of a majority at least of the 
property-owners affected when the use of a 
street is granted forany purpose, above, be- 
low, or on the surface. That is required now 
in the ease of elevated roads. If it were for 
ths real interests of the city that a franchise 
should begranted the property-owners would 
not refuse their consent one time in a hun- 
dred. 

Or the veto power of the Mayor may be en- 
larged. Instead of requiring two-thirds to 
pass a measure over hig veto make it four- 
fifths or five-sixths or more if necessary. The 
Mayor is generally better than the Council. 
Most bad ordinances have been passed 
over the vetoes of Mayors. After the Mayors 
have been taken altugether out of politics they 
will be even less likely to approve bad meas- 
ures than now. 

As for forcing Aldermen to pass proper 
ordinances without chargmg toll, that will be 
a harder matter to regulate, but a great step 
will have been taken when the passage of 
blackmail and boodling ordinances is stopped. 
When that is done and the Aldermen com- 
pelled to be somewhat honester there will be 
ho objection on the part of any one to paying 
them decidédly more than the small sum the 
law now permits them to receive for each 


| THE ARMENIAN HORROR. 

The unspeakable Turk has been at his hor- 
rible work again, and in Armenia has repeated 
the fiendish and sickening atrocities which he 
perpetrated iu Bulgaria in 1876, against 
which all Europe rose in indignant protest. 
It will be surprising if the whole world does 
not rise now and demand stern reparation and 
complete indemnity for what has transpired 
in Armenia. 

It may be that the story has been exag- 
gerated, but even allowing for exaggerations 
this Armenian massacre is one of the most 
frightfui acts of cruelty in modern times, and 
all the more cruel that the outrages were in- 
flicted upon a mild, peaceable, and harmless 
people. Like the massacre in Bulgaria the 
massacre in Armenia, involving the lives of 
thousands, proceeded upon the lines of an al- 
leged rebellion. The Kurds were let loose 
upon the victims by the Pasha and Marshal of 
a certain district, with orders to cut the 
Armenians vp, root and branch. How lit- 
erally they carried out their instructions has 
been told in the dispatches. Thecarnage was 
horrible, One dispatch says, upon the au- 
thority of the Chairman of the Armenian 
Patriotic Association in London: 


Six to ten thousand persons met such a fate as 
even the darkest ages of darkened Africa hardly 
witnessed, for there women and tender babes 
might have had at least the chance of a life of 
slavery. whiie here womanhood and innocence 
were mocked at by the cruel lust that ended its 
debauch by stabbing women to death with the 
bayonet, while tender bubes were impaled upon 
the same weapon on their dead mothers’ breasts, 
or perhaps seized by the hair to have their heads 
lopped off with the sword. 


Another dispatch from the same authority 
adds to the horrible story: 


In one place three or four hundred women, 
after being forced to serve vile purposes by the 
merciless soldiery, were hacked to pieces with 
sword and bayonet in the valley below. 

In place some two hundred weeping. 
and wailing women begged for compassion, fall 
ing at the. commander's feet. But the blood- 
thirsty wretch, after ordering their violation, 
directed the soldiers to dispatch them in a similar 
way. ? 

In another place some sixty young brides and 
the more attractive girls were crowded into a. 
church and after violation were slaughtered 
Human gore was seen flowing from the church

The whole civilized world should rise and 
demand redress for these horrible atrocities 
and the United States should take the lead. 
The President and Secretary of State should 
send a ringing protest to Turkey, and if other 
powers give no sign of intervention on be- 
half of the Armenian Christians then their 
attention should be calléd toit. For atrocities 
no greater than these Bulgaria secured its 
autonomy und us people are now 
safe trom thé eruelip of the Turk, Armenia 
should have its autonomy also and the Berlin 
treaty powers should do now what they failed 
to do at Berlin, take Arménia out from under 
the power of Turkey, and they should do it 
even at the cost of wat. It would be decided- 
ly betterfor Armenia even though it were 
under the power of Russia, for though it 
might not have much local self-government 
it would still de under the protection of a 
great power and religious animosity would be 
com absent. In any ovent it should 
be free from Turkish power and these intol- 
erable atrocities should be ended. It would 
be better for all concerned, better for civil- 
ization and humanity, if the foreign domina- 
tion of Turkey were forever ended, and the 
powers of Europe, particularly England and 
Russia, might sink their rivalries long enough 
to accomplish this purpose. In any event the 
United States should not be silent, Its voice 
should be heard protesting with the necessary 
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poses the unit of tocal self-government. 
To the counties enormous powers are 
for. the assessment and collection of taxes 


the enforcement of the law by means of the | 


Sheriff’s posse or by indictment by grand 
juries, trials by petty jury. convictions, and 
executions. In nearly all the States the old 
parties have passed in Legislatures controlled 
by them laws which have given to the eoun- 
ties and the cities the power of regulating and 
of dealing with the liquor traffic in accord 
ance with the wishes of the majority of their 
inhabitants. Where a majority in the county 
chooses it can prohibit absolutely the sale of 
spirituous liquors. Beimg a majority it has 
control of the legal machinery of the coun- 
ty. It elects the State’s-Attorney, the Sher. 
ff, and the Judge. The majority has the 
power in its hands to enforce whatever con- 
clusions it arrives at that are not inconsistent 
with the laws of the States and of the United 
States. If the county or city pleases or if it 
so happens that a majority in the city or 
county is not in favor of preventing the sale 
of liquor it can impose heavy license taxes on 
the saloon and prescribe other conditions 
which must be complied with if the saloon is 
allowed to do business. In this State the 
minimum license fee is $500, and the munici- 
pality can add to that as much more as it 
pleases. 

These laws have worked for the promotion 
of temperance. They have diminished the 
number of saloons and the quantity of liquor 
sold, Yet these beneficent laws have been 
passed against protests and sour, bitter oppo- 
sition by the Pruhibitionists. Their policy is 
a radically different one. These laws are 
based on the government of the minority by 
the majority, while their policy is the gov- 
ernment of a majority by the minority. They 
want a State law which will empower the 
people of a county who are opposed to the 
sale of liquor to boss the people in a county 
who are in favor of the sale of liquor. And 
since the people in the latter county have in 
their own hands the control of the legal ma- 
chinery, and hence would not enforce the 
State law, the Prohibitionists seek to destroy 
local self-government altogether by the or- 
ganization of a State constabulary, and by 
sending people from one part of the State to 
make searches, break down doors, and forci- 
bly enter houses to enforce the law in another 
part of the State. 

This illogical and un-American system of 
the subjection of a majority to the will of a 
minority has been tried in several American 
States. It was tried faithfully in Iowa, the 


result being that a Republican majority of 


60,000 was whittled down to less than notb- 
ing and a Democratic government was twice 
elected. Finally the Iowa Republicans de- 
termined to throw off this Old Man of the 
Sea. The Prohibitionists threatened them 
with defeat if they did so. Not frightened by 


this menace the Republicans passed a law | 
giving counties which were not in favor of 
prohibiting the sale of liquor the right to reg- 


ulate their own affairs. At the next election 
the Republicans carried the State by a ma- 
jority of 23,000, and at the one of two weeks 
ago they had a majority of 70,000. The ex 
perience had with probibition in Iowa has de- 
stroyed the power of the Prohibition party 
there. Kansas has tried a prohibitory law 
and has found it impossible to enforce it 
where the people were not in favor of its en- 


forcement. In such counties the law is a dead 


letter. 

Fanaticism and misguided enthusiasm have 
kept the Prohibition party afloat for a time. 
At the last Presidential election it had 262, 
799 votes only, or less than 2 per cent of 
the total vote cast. It has reached its highest 
point, and from this time on it will drift 
downward, for it is impossible to build up 
and maintain a national party on the assump- 
tion that minorities have the right to say to 
the majority: Stand aside. I am godlier 
than thou.“ True temperance is a recogni- 
tion of the rights of majorities, while pro- 
hibition is a denial of them. 


MRS. CLEVELAND AND THE W.C. r. v. 

A few days since the largest mercantile ves- 
sel ever built in this country, the St. Louis, 
was launched from the Cramps’ shipyards at 
Philadelphia. The occasion was invested 
with national interest by an invitation to be 
present sent to the President and Mrs. Cleve- 
land and to members of the Cabinet and 
their ladies. Mrs. Cleveland, as the first 
lady in the land, was invited to christen the 
great vessel in the usual manner, and she did 
so by breaking a bottie of wine over the iron 
prowasthe noble craft slid down to the 
water and christening it the St. Louis, 

Now comes tha Woman's Christian Tem- 
erance Union with propositions to censure 
Mrs. Cleveland for this harmless and entirely 
proper act. It appears that previous to the 
launching numerous letters had been written 
to her by W. C. T. U. women asking her to 
use water on the occasion of the launch. For 
reasons which are patent to any one she paid 
no attention to the letters and christened the 
St. Louis as all vessels are christened. This 
has raised a storm in the Woman’s Christian 
Temperrnee Union, which is in session in 
Cleveland, O., and there has been a general 
desire to rebuke Mrs. Cleveland in some 
public manner. This ig pitifully amall busi- 
hess. Mrs. Cleveland, in the first piace, is not 
a member of that organization, and notwith- 
standing her public position it was in bad 
taste for these ladies to make the matter pub- 
lic or to enter any protest. It adds to the in- 
decorum of their action that Mrs, Cleveland 
is a total abstainer andat the White House 
and diplomatic dinners and on all other pub. 
lic occasions turns her glass down, 

The custom observed on this occasion by 
Mrs. Cleveland is an immemorial one. It 
was practiced centuries before Mra, Cleve. 
land or any of her critics were born, and it 
will probably be practiced centuries after 
they are dead. It involves no question of 
temperance or intemperance. It sets no dan- 
gerous example, It has no more social or 
moral effect than the shooting of a star or 
the blowing of the wind. It encourages no 
one to drink. It produces none of the evils 
of drinking. It bears no relation to the traffic 
in wine except in the matter of the loss of 
the cost of a bottie, and we cannot see that it 
leaves any regret behind, except perhaps that 
a few persons might think it a needless waste 
of money and contents. Mrs. Cleveland did 
not drink any wine on this occasion, She 
merely broke a bottle of it on the bow of the 
big vessel, and the effect did not differ from 
what it would have been had the bottle con- 
tained water or cologne.

Tun Tarom meationed yesterday some of 
the objections made to minority representa- 
tion.

That is the difficulty of getting cand dates and 
the friends of candidates to act fairly. Ina 
district where each party has nominated two 
men the four know that one of them is bound 
to come out at the little end of the horn, and 
each one'tries to escape that fate, He en- 
dea vors to get as many plumpers as he 
can. He tries to have his friends or the peo- 
ple of his county cast asolid vote for him. 
And often while succeeding in placing him- 
self at the head of the poll he defeats his fel- 
low-candidate, who would have been elected 
also had there been a fair division of votes. 
Tnus at the last election one of the Repub-

got 11,140 votes. The other Republican got 


only 9,628. The lowest Democrat got 
9,699 %. Had the Republican vote been 


fairly divided a seat would have been gained, 


In the Eighth District the Republicans might 
just as well have had three men as two. They 
had the votes, But while one of their three 
candidates got 8.900 votes and another 8,400 
the lowest one had but 7,747, while the Dem- 
ocrat had 8,193. If there had been fair play 
all three wonld have been elected, The Re- 
publicans lost three members in all by candi- 


| dates thinking more of their individual suc- 


cess than of party success, 

Where one party nominates two candidates 
and the uther only one and there is no incer- 
tive to get plumpers the voting is often 
very even. Thus in the Thirty-fifth District 
one Republican got 18,829 votes and the 
other 18,812. In the Twenty-second, or Mo- 
Lean, District there was only twenty-one dif- 
ference between the two Republicans. In the 
Sangamon district, where two Republicans 
ran against two Democrats, the Republicans 
were only forty-four votes apart. Fair play 
was secured there. 

If each man had but one vote for each of 
three candidates the party nominees would 
not beable to cut one another's throats as 
they do now. There would be differences be- 
tween the votes of three men on the same 
ticket, but they would be slight compared 
with what they are now. Only a tew persons 
would scratch a Republicen candidate to vote 
for a Democrat, and with hardly an exception 
the party which elected the Senator would 
elect all three Representatives. 


ABILITY AND MANUAL LABOR. 

Mr. Mallock, the author of a recently pub- 
lished book entitled Labor and the Popular 
Welfare, adduces the following straightfor- 
ward and unimpeachable evidence to prove 
his claim that ability has had at least as great 
a share as lubor in accumulating the weulth 
of the world: At the beginning of this cent- 
ury the income of the people in Great Britain 
was 700 million dollars, or about $70 per 
head for a population of ten millions. 
It cannot be true that all this was produced 
by mere labor, But supposing it to have been 
so, thus concéditig all that can have been 
claimed for it by the labor agitators, such an 
amount of annual earning could not be ex- 
ceeded today by labor alone. The laborer, 
when left to himself, could not do 
much more in one year than in another, 
if working the same number of hours in each 
case, and as the average working day has been 
materially shortened in the course of the last 
ninety-four years the unaided product would 
be less now than at the beginning of the 
century. But the total revenue of Great 
Britain today is $1'75 per head, or 175 mill- 
ion dollars for each ten millions of the popu- 
lation. The per capita income of today is 
two and a half times that of 1800. The na- 
tional income now is 6,500 million dollars. 
Left to labor alone, at the same rate of in- 
crease, it would be oaly 2,500 millions. Who 
or what class contributed the other 4,000 
millions to the annual income of the British 
people? 

Ut must be credited to ability and capital, 
and inasmuch as the latter would not have 
been available unless those who owned it had 
confidence in the ability of those who under- 
took to arrange for and supervise the differ- 
ent processes in production, Ability” is 
entitled to credit for all of it. That ability 
so enormously increased the productivity of 
the unit of average human labor that it has 
been possible to bay a great deal more wages 
for each unit of It bor, and still have left a re- 
muneration for the head work which made 
the merely manual labor vastly more effect- 
ive than of old. That nead work included the 
invention and improvement of tools and ma-

them into general use by Ability exerted 
often in the face of tremendous opposition to 
the proposed change.

clothing produced altogether by hand labor, 
to the use of brimstone matches for pro- 
cufing fire, and tallow “* dips” or emoking oil 
lamps for artificial illumination, The work- 
ing classes now would have to toil for twelve 
to fourteen hours per day instead of eight to 
ten, and would be paid with not more than 
one-third the present rate of wages. 


The important chunge from the conditions 


of a century ago to those of today, one which 
has improved the status of the industrial 
toiler and added to the comfort of himself and 
family certainly not less than that of the 
classes who do not need to toil with their 
hands for a subsistence, is due altogether to 
the Ability”? which has been exerted to the 
end of making manual labor more effective. 
It has also caused another hardly less impor- 
tant improvement—the permitting of the 
toller to rise out of the toiling class by his 
own exertions. Nearly all the employers of 
labor today with whom so much fault is 
found by labor agitators started in active life 
as wage toilers and rose because they pos- 
sessed ** Ability which would not have been 
wanted in the olden times,

Emperor William and President Oasimir- 
Perier Attend in State. 

Bun. Nov. 19.—An imposing funera 
| ceremony in honor of the Czar Alexander III.

ITALY IN THE CHINA-JAPAN AFFAIR. 


She Informs the Powers She Wiil Not Ap- 
prove of Any Intervention. 

Loxpox, Nov. 19.—A special dispatch from 
Rome says Italy has informed the powers she 
cannot approve of any form of intervention 
between China and Japan. 

Wasnhinetor, D. C., Nov. 19.—The China- 
Japan incident, so far as the United States’ 
offer of mediation is concerned, is considered 
closed for the present by those in a position 
to understand the situation. At the State De- 
partment and at the Chinese and Japanese 
Legations there is only negative information 
to the effect that no positive answer to the 
American suggestion of mediation has been 
received. While it is believed to be literally 
true so far as Japan’s answering by a positive 
acceptance or declination of the suggestion, 
yet those well informed on the subject say 
Japan has made her position clear to this gov- 
ernment in suth a way as to avoid the em- 
barrassments of a positive declination and 
yet to show that an acceptance would have to 
be based on certain definite conditions. The 
statement was made in Congressional! circles 
today that President Cleveland’s commg 
message to Congress would throw light on 
the China-Japan question and would forestal| 
any resolutions of inquiry. It is the belief of 
those familiar with President Cleveland's po- 
sition against foreign entanglements that such 
reference as he may make to the subject in 
his message will be on the ground of humanity. 

It is believed the essential condition on 
which Japan would consent to any mediation 
is that China will raise the white flag of truce. 

Suanouat. Nov. 19.—The Viceroy of Tien 
Tsin is placing soldiers around the foreign 
settlement in order to protect it against the 
depredations of soldiers from the mutinous 
camps. If the dapanese take Port Arthur it 
is expected they will land, en route to Pekin, 
forty miles south of Taku.

They Comment on an Anti-Toxin Article 
in the Post.“ 
The following communication has been re- 


ceived by Tun TRIBUNE: 

New Remedy for See Anti-Toxin. Is 
It or Is It Not Successful? Girl's Life Saved.” 
In the Evening Post for Nov. 15 re appeared 
nearly a column under flaming headiines, similar 
to above, with reference to a little girl who had 
been treated for diphtheria by well-known phy- 
sicians in the city, and who, during the course of 
the treatment, had received an injection of the 
serum known as anti-tox n. The representative 
of the Post cali upon us with reference to this niat- 
ter. We deelined to talk of a private case. as it is not 
proper for physicians to place before the public 
the ills of those who have consulted them in con- 
fidence, but we emphaticaily denied many of the 
statements which were to be made and which 
were finally published, It is stated in this arti- 
cie that the littie girl had been given up by her 
physician, that the anti-toxin was injected, and 
that she recovered as the result. The little gir! 
was extremely ill with diphtheria and was chok- 
ing from the effects of this disease in the larynx. 
Intubation was practiced and gave her reiief im- 
mediately, as it does in a large number 
of cases. It so happened that the anti- 
toxin was injected about the same time, 
but there is no conclusive evidence whatever that 
it had any influence upon the course of the dis- 
ease. On the contrary, it was shown two days 
later that it had practically no influence by the 
tube being coughed out, when the child rapidly 
grew worse, and would have soon suffocated had 
not the tube been reintrodaced. The child sub-

ROAD TRYING TO GRAB MINERAL LAND. 


Southern Pacific Is Surveying to Get Tities 
te Valuable Preperties. 

Asuuayp, Ore., Nov. 19.—The Southern 
Pacific company is trying to secure patents 
to all unoccupied mineral lands lying in the 
odd sections within the limits of the railroad 
grant; covermg the most valuable part of the 
Southern Oregon mining district. The rail- 
road recently has been making surveys of 
land and filing lists with the land office at 
Roseburg for the purpose of securing title. 
Public: meetings have been held in several 
towns at which the action of the railroad 
company has been denounced. By the terms 
of the charter of the Oregon and California 
railroad company, granted July 25, 1866, 
the government gave to the company all of 
the odd numbered sections of land within a 
strip twenty miles wide on each side of che 
railroad, but stipulated mining lands be ex- 
cepted, and of course no vested rights in other 
lands by reason of prior possession or other- 
wise be interfered with. The railroad survey 
is made of unoccupied lands and it 1s tiled in 
the usual form as non-mineral. Special com- 
mittees have been appointed from each min- 
ing district and they are directed to procure 
such information regarding mineral lands in 
their district as may be of use to the general 
committee. A large number of contests will 
be filed at once.

The Daily News, in pointing out a variety of 
misquotations and other slips of the tongue, 
suggests that Lord Salisbury was in a peculiar 
frame of mind that night. 

It is many months since London and all En- 
gland have been aroused to such unanimous 
interest in a criminal trial as that manifested 
this week in the solution of what has been 
known since June last as the South End mys- 
tery. A young married man in com- 
fortable circumstances named Read 
has been tried for the murder of 
Florence Dennis, a young woman with 
whom he had improper relations. Her body 
was found in a lonesome spot and there was 
no direct evidence to connect Read with the 
¢rime. It was principally his reckless, un- 
supported denials and the extraordinary story 
of his depravity in many directions that final- 
ly resulted in his conviction and sentence to 
death, It was proved that he was in the 
neighborhood of the murder, when he asserted 
he was fifty miles away. It was als> shown 
that he had had similar relations with several 
other women, and that the murdered girl was 
about to become the mother of his child, 
Nevertheless. the evidence was not sufficient 
to convict in an American court, and the 
prisoner reaffirmed his innocence in strong 
language before ihe death sentence was pro- 
nounced upon him. He will be hanged in 
two weeks.

Epicures who possess 
of free lunch routes and 
know just how Chicago 


not follow the example of 
colleagues and attempt to legislate the free 
lunch out of existence, According foa dis- 
patch from the Flour City the Saloonkeepers’ 
Protective Association held a conference 
with Mayor Eustis Saturday afternoon 
and discussed the momentous question of 
abolishing free lunch counters. After all the 


pros and cons were duly considered the fate 
of the free lunches of Minneapolis was 
doomed. The verdict was, like the Chinese, 
the free lunches must go. Mayor Eustis 
was requested to ask the Common Council to 
pass an ordinance for bidding the tree lunch 
as dangerous to the morality of the citizens 
and thereby to steal a mareh on poor old 
sleepy St. Paul. 

Saloonkeepers of this City will not abolish 
the free lunches. While a few were found 
who were in favor of doing away with gratui- 
tous meals if their neighbors would do the 
same, the majority look upon them as a fix- 
ture which cannot be removed without injury 
to business. Free lunch has kept pace with 
the onward march ‘of progress of the twen- 
tieth century. Years ago the man who visit- 
ed a har with a free lunch counter for its ad- 
junct was looked down upon by his fellow- 
men, He was either a beggar or a tramp, 
who took his meals for nothing in the bar- 
room because he could not pay for them. At 
times he would take a free lunch and walk out 
without paying anything at the bar. 

Development ofthe Layout, 


In those days red hots and tough corned 
beef, with red beets and dried bread, were 
about the only things which constituted a lay- 
out.“ But now the better class of saloons, 


recognizing the advantages of a good, clean 
lunch, serve them free to their patrons. As a 
result free lunches have been decidedly im- 
proved in quality. Today business-men are 
patrons of saloons where free lunches are 
spread, and the man who pays five cente for 
a glass of pop or a glass of beer can get 
: plate of soup, a cut of turkey or beef, 

portion of baked beans, 
ene celery, crackers, and a cut of pie —all 
for five cents. Some of the best down-town 
saloons expend from $5 to $20 a day for 
free lunches and in the cheaper class of re- 
sorts the cost runs from $8 to $30a day. 
The expense in the latter is greater because 
the “A aha classes eat more. 

L. Arnold & Co., No. 79 Monroe 
* run a fancy grocery store. In 
rear of the store is a saloon, but to its 
patrons it is known as a buffet.“ A free 
lunch is provided and the food is clean and 
palatable. In speaking of the free lunch 
system the manager said: 

I think free lunches are all right, except where 
they are piaced near the door as a decoy. Peo- 
ple like to have a bite with their drinks and we 
try to cater to our patrons. Here we are right 
in the midst of the Wall street of Chicago. 
Within 100 feet of us are three of our largest 
banks—the First National, the Chicago National, 
and the Commerciai National. Our trade does 
not commence an 10 or 11 o'clock. Then these 

men the office buildings begin to 
come in.

They are men who got good breakfasts and din- 
ners at home and do not care to spend the time 
to go to restaurants and get u meal. So they 
come here and drink a glass of beer or a glass of 
wine and eat a few bites and go back to work. 
Lunches, according to quantity, cost from $5 to 
$20. There are several men in Chicago who 
make it a business to furnish lunches to saloons. 
We vary our lunch every Today, for in- 
stance,. we serve corned beef; tomorrow will be 
turkey. the next day roast beef, and we have fish 
once a W f tish we serve smelts, white fish, 
or shad, aceording to the season. 

The manager gave the following list of ex- 


penses for the lunch for one day:

The manager continued answering further 
questioning: 

When we serve turkey the expense is 35 cents 
more; fish adds 25 cents, and roast beef, which 
is the most expensive lunch, is 50 cents more. 
No, I don't think we ate in favor of abolishing 
free lunches. 

Eccies & Ross own two saloons, one at 
No. 87 Monroe street and another at No. 99 
Monroe street. Said John Eccles: 

Free lunches, though they are expensive, draw 
a good deal of trade. Many men who would not 
go near a saloon go there because they get a nice 
tunch and it only costs them 5 to 15 cents. 
they like the lunch they come again. My lunches 
cost me from $8 to $12 a day, and 1 know 1 
where they cost as much as $30 a day. As to 
abolishing free lunches, 1 don’t think it can be 
done. It has become a matter of accommodation 
to customers, just like free delivery is to the pa- 
trons of dry goods stores. 

Samuel Booty.a member of the firm of Will- 
iams & Co., No. 103 Adams street, thought a 
saloon without a free- lunch attachment would 
present a cheap appearance. 


Haven of Free-Lunchers. 


Halsted street, between Madison and Van 
Buren streets, is the haven of the free-lunch 
fiend. The spirit which pervades the patrons 
there is to get all you can for the money. A. 
H. Bernstein runs a saloon at No. 165 South 
Halsted street. He spends $30 a day for his 
free’ lunch and says it is because of 
the hard times he is obliged to do so. 
Perhaps the largest free lunch on the street is 
set by the Epstein Bros. at No. 87 Halsted 
street. Jack Epstein, when asked if he was 
in favor of abolishing the free lunch counter, 
said if he did he would starve and so would 
all other saloonkeepers in that vicinity who 
followed suit. 

There were bungry looking customers about 
all the West Side tree lunch counters. One of 
them when asked what he would do if there 
should be no free lunchesany more said: 

Starve to death. friend, starve to death. This 
free hunch is ali that keeps me alive: I have been 
out of work for three months and I know many 
who are in a worse fix. Five cents now buys me 
meal and another nickel goes for lodgi 
That is whatI live on and 1 consider myse self 
ae It is better than working in the bride-
